looked into petrified dinosaur poop and why 
you'll probably never have a triceratops in your backyard. 


Although they are rare, 
fossilized dinosaur eggs have 
also been discovered by 
scientists. You can even see 
the fossilized bones of the un- 
hatched animals inside a very 
small number of them (/eff). 

Rarest of all are so-called dinosaur mummies—specimens 
where the animal’s skin and sometimes its ligaments, tendons, 
or flesh are fossilized. (They’re not really mummies, though. The 
soft tissues aren’t actually preserved but petrified—turned into 
stone.) Only a few of these have ever been found. 

Scientists have also found petrified pieces of poop—called 
coprolites. While they can provide valuable information about 
a dinosaur’s diet, there is no foolproof way to figure out what 
dinosaur they came from. Only rarely is a coprolite linked with 
a particular species. And in some cases, natural rock formations 
have been mistakenly identified as coprolites.

Is it possible to 
use dinosaur DNA 
to clone a living 
dinosaur? 

If you’re waiting to see the movie Jurassic Park become a reality, pre- 
pare to be disappointed. There’s currently no way to clone dinosaurs, q 
and scientists say it will probably never happen. j 
First, you would need intact DNA-the chemical that contains the 
genetic code for almost all living things—to clone a dinosaur. In most fos- 
sils, the majority of organic material has been replaced by minerals, so no 

DNA exists. And even if we were to find dino DNA inside of, say, a mosquito-like insect trapped in amber (fossil- 

ized tree resin), DNA is fragile and breaks apart over time, so it would most likely be unusable. Second, to clone 

animals, scientists need a living egg from the same (or a very closely related) species—and such creatures just | 

don't exist for dinosaurs. F 

Finally, the world today is different from what it was millions of years ago. Most of the plants and animals that di- 

i} nosaurs ate no longer exist, and there are many new diseases. A prehistoric creature would be unlikely to survive for 

it long in today’s environment. So you should probably give up your dream of adopting a pet brontosaurus fornow.Q) sf
